A Threat from Corporations. 

The conrmittee will meet tomorrow and 
again on Monday morning before congress 
meets, The members hope by Monday 
to agree upon some plan of making up tre 
expected deficit in revenue. The corpora- 
tion ipcome tax is the most popular with 
the majonity of the committee, and it seems 
probab.e that a tax of from 1-2 to 1 per 
cent on the net incomes of corporations 
may be imposed. ‘The sentiment for this, 
however, is not nearly so strong as it was 
a week ugo. Interested parties have been 
making strong arguments against it, the 
Si rongest being that a tax on corporations 
would cause the cerporativns-of the country 
to combine to defeat the democratic party 
next time. Of course, the combined in- 
fluence of ‘the corpcrations would be power- 
ful, but conservative democrats are of the 
opinion that the small tax proposed would 
amount to too dietle to cause such a politi- 
cal comibiiia tion.

President Cleveland has. finished the pre- 
paration of his message, and it will be sent 
to the two houses of congress at noon on 
Monday. Although copiesiave been made 
of the message, it is being guarded 
president’s message was ever guarded here- 
tofore.

Columbia, S. C., December 1.—(Special.— 
The legislature today went out scasping 
for judges. It was gencrally thought that 
the whole crowd woud be wiped completely 
out, but by some luck, Judge Witherspoon, 
of the south judicial circuit. saved his head. 
It is said that Senator Findlay, of York, 
the home of Judge Witherspoon, made him- 
self very active in the support of the judge. 

Blease, a Tillmanite, tried to stave off 
the election, it is said, in order that he 
might work up asentiment in favor of 
Speaker Jones for associate justice, but le 
failed, and a number of the meibers of the 
faction were heard to say that they though 
a great mfstake bad been  miade 
in turning out old judges 
and giving others their places on account 
of political. service, but the majority 
thought otherwise as the result showed. 
The namination for associate judges of the 
supreme court to sueceed Justice McGowan, 
of Aibbeyille were: «Speaker Jones 
by Senator Pagen; Justice McGowan by 
Representative Hill, of Abbeville, and Lieu- 
tenant Governor Gary, of Abbeville, by 
Senator Hemphill, of the same county. The 
vote resuited as follows: Gary, 
97: Jones, 28, and McGowan, 

The election of circuit judges resulted: 

First circuit judge, -W. P. Benett, Abbe- 
ville, against Judge Izlar, present incum- 
bent, by 96 to 47. Benett is not a res- 
ident of the circuit over which he is to 
presgde.

Judge Aldrich elected 
Without opposition, beingsa reformer. 

Third circuit, R. L. Watts, of Laurens, 
elected over Judge Hudson, incumbent, 
and D. A. Townsend, by a vote of 9s to 
Judge Hudson, 29, and Townsend, 
Watts is not a resident of the district. 

Sixth cireuit, Judge Witherspoon’ was 
re-elected over A. G.* Bryce, of Chester, 
and O. ©. Jordan, of Aiken, by a vote of 
7S to Bryce, 18, and Jordan, 4. 

In the seventh circuit Attorney General 
Townsend was elected over Judge Wallace, 
present incumbent, by 93 to 46. The other 
three circuits in the state are not vacant. 

Judge Hudson has met with great oppo- 
sition from Tillman's faction, owing to his 
decisions against the dispensary laws. 

Judge Wallace was sReaker of the Wal- 
lace house during the dual government in 
the state after the election of 1876. His 
house, which was the democratic, was tri- 
umphant and nothing was thought too good 
for the judge and he was given his choice 
and took a judgeship. But services of that 
sort ure forgotten in South Carolina now. 
The powers that be have to be provided 
for and nothing will stand in their way to 
success.

The Slaymarket Badly y Damaged by Fire— 
Narrow Recapes. 

Chicago, Dece nber 1.—The Haymarket 
theater, at Halstead and Madison strects, 
caught fire this morning, and at 10 o'clock 
the flames had gained such headway that 
small hopes were entertained of saving the 
structure. It proved one of the worst fires 
which the fire department has had to cob- 
tend with fer many years, on account of 
the freezing weather, which caused some 
delay in ‘getting all the streams to play 
on the burning structure. 

The front of the building, which was oc- 
eupied by stores, saloons and offices of 
doctors, dentists, photographe rs, real estate 
agents and jewelers, Was completely® gut- 
ted. 

The fire wall which separates the theater 
proper from the frout of the building sav ed 
it from destruction. 

The only damage done to 
managed by Will J. Davis 
Fair, was caused by water, 
in Niagara torrents into 
part of the second baleony. ( 
theater will not exeeed $5,000.

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THE INCOME TAX, 


Views of Prominent Citizens on the 
Proposed Bill 


WHICH WOULD TAX ACTIVE CAPITAL 


And Give Immunity to the Hoarded In- 
comes of Eastern Coupon Clippers. 
a Northen and Others Talk. 


The recent action uf the ways and means 
committee in failing-to make a report in 
favor of the income tax and their announc- 
ed purpose to impose a tax upon the net 
earnings of corporations and upon inher- 
jtances has provoked much discussion in 
political and commerciaiv@ircles throughout 
the city. Tariff talk and free list gossip 
have given way for the time being to the 
discussion of this new and unexpected 
turn of affairs in national matters. 

Concerning this a Constitution reporter 
called upon his  excellency, Governor 
Northen, yesterday. ‘The governor was 
snugly ensconced in his big office chajr 
busily examining a big batch of recgrds. 

“TI cannot,” he said, “give just now any 
exhausine .opinion upon the income tax 
and am not willing to talk about it to any 
extent until the final decision of the com- 
mittee is reached. However, I am heartily 
in favor of an income tax; a tax, I mean, 
ov individual incomes. I can readily see 
Where taxation upon corporations would 
let one man sit cross-legged and clip cou- 
pons from his stocks and bonds whereas 
another, with more liberal spirit, investing 
his money in some big enterprise, would 
have to bear the burden. In other words, 
indolence rewarded and industry exempted. 

“The New York millionaire receives the 
protestion of the government as well as the 
Georgia farmer and I don’t see why one 
should be overburdened with taxation and 
the other comparatively exempted. But, as 
I remarked, I am not prepared to discuss 
at length the present condition of things. 
“The truth of the matter is,” said the gov- 
ernor, “I am just recovering from a se- 
vere attack of the grip and I am not in a 
condition ito talk about anything. Bill Arp 
expressed my sentiments right now when 
he said that he wanted to unserew his head 
from his body and renovate it.’’s 
President Clay’s View. 

Hon. A. S. Clay was next seen. 

“T am in favor,” he said, ‘“‘and always 
have been of an ‘income ttax. am in favor 
of a graduated income tax. I believe in 
putting a certain per cent tax on all incomes 
over $5,000. I don’t think the action of 
the cammititee in exempting individual in- 
comes from taxation and placing a tax on 
corporations will work well.”’ 

Ogiesby’s Clear Cat Ideas, 

Said Mr. J. G. Oglesby, whose conserva- 
tive and clear cut views on political topics 
always carry weight: 

‘Those who oppose tthe income tax claim 
that it is class legislation. That, you 
know, was one of the arguments against 
it in the ways and means committee. Now 
it ig. very, evident thut if taxation is im: 
posed wpon ‘corporations it would be class 
legislation of ithe most extreme and violent 
nature. The drift of all mercantile — bus- 
inese of the present day is towards corpora- 
tions, and that for a creatt 
many reasons: In the tirst place, 
it enlarges capital and increases’ the 
facilities for industry and is, theretore, bene- 
ficial to the people at large in securing the 
products at the lowest pussible margin of 
Now, I don’t believe in placing this 
obstructive taxation in the path of 
perity, for the number of 
corporations in the place is 
always indicative of the prosperity of that 
place. Primarily, the idea of the ways and 
meuns committee was to reach huge monop- 
olies and mastodonic trusts—to impose the 
tax upon them—but the country is full of 
corporations, and who can say where the 
line is to be drawn between big cofpora- 
tious, in the shape of monopolies and 
trusts, and small corporations made up of 
a few comparativery indigent business men? 
There is no special iine of demarcation, 
so to speak. I can best illustrate by our 
own city. In Atlapta there are a num- 
ber of corporations4fiade up of men who are 
not rich. Now, why should these poor men 
be taxed and Russell Sage, with al) his 
millions, go untaxed. If they are making 
an effort towards «dividing with the people, 
by this method the immense profits that 
these monopolies are making, let them take 
teh tax off the raw materials that they man- 
ufacture and also ft the foreign manu- 
facturers of like goods come in as open 
competitors free of duty. 

“Of course, now,” continued Mr. Oglesby, 
“this only applies to big monopolies, who 
with, their large financial interests and 
enormous resources, crush out and stamp 
under foot smaller industries. In Atlanta 
itself in ali lines of commercial business. 
including ierecantile, banking and mann- 
fact “_¢—some of the leading estabfish- 
«its are corporations, and many of the 
employes are stockholders in these corpora- 
tions and most of them are poor men com- 
parative,Y. Taxation upon any corpora- 
tion of this nature would make a_ bigger 
expense account, and consequently either 
one of two things must happen; either the 
protits of the business must be reduced or 
the patrons. have to pay for it.” 

Mr. Oglesby was enthusiastic in all his 
Opiniotis wud expressed bis views with 
a vehemence whieh told the interest he 
felt in the subject at hand.

M. Inman is strongly in favor 
of an income tax, and deplores the netion

growth and development of any place, in 


that it tends to scatter capital instead of 
concentrate it and holds off the benefits 
which accrue from investments. Then, 
again, I think that corporations suffer 
enough and have enough to contend with 
in the prejudice of the peaple, the decisions 
of courts and adverse legislation all over 
the country. When corporations flourish 
the country as a whole flourishes, and 
when they fail it effects the people corres- 
pondingly. I have noticed also that there is 
a perceptible tendency on the part of some 
of the states to frame laws bordering upon 
an income tax. If this is anticipated by 
the federal government fhe states, I think, 
will let up. Laying an income tax on cor- 
porations will also lay tax on the stock- 
holders of those corporations. Most of 
these are poor men. The tax should not 
fall on them. Yes, I think that the income 
tax is one of te fairest méthods of taxa- 
tion.” 

And so it goes, the consensus of opinion 
among all classes in Atlanta seems to. be 
directly and unreservedly in favor of a 
tax on individual incomes and emphatically 
in opposition to the proposed taxation of 
corporations. 


FIGHT AT A BALL. 


Atlanta’s Elite Circle of Colored Swe'lsin 
Trouble. 

The elite circle of swell colored society, 
composed of mulattos and swagger people 
of darker color, gave a very exclusive ball 
in the big hall on I¥y street night before 
Jast. The festivities ran far into the morn- 
ing, and yesterday just ten of the swellest 
appeared as prisoners and five times as 
many nore appeared as witnesses in police 
court yesterday afternoon. 

The police court contingent were divested 
of their ballroom trappings, but their faces 
were decorated with numerous shading 
that were not ithe work of nature. - 

The ball was a huge success until the 
small hours of vesterday morning, when 
the liquid refreshments served during the 
evening began to get in their work. The 
select set of Atlanta’s colored society danc- 
ed and promenaded according to the most 
approved social customs, and things went 
merrily enough until one particulary yellow 
negro Woman called another particularly 
purypkin colored one a bad name. 

The pumpkin-colored maiden who figures 
on police records as Claude Colby, retaliat- 
ed with a remark of the same kind and a 
Violent. tongue lashing eusued. ‘This ended 
in a blow, and in three minutes half of 
the baliroom was a scene of direst eonfu- 
sion. 

Men and women clashed and fought. A 
big lamp crashed through the erowd and 
was simashed to pieces in Claude Colby’s 
face, cutting her lips in a very severe man- 
ner Ditks and sticks were drawn, and a 
pitched battle ensued. The women tore 
at each other and fought desperately to the 
huge enjoyment of the contingent which 
held to one side and cheered their favorites. 

The babel of confusion was. supreme; 
the participants in the row clawed and bit 
und fought each other like tigers ani ti- 
Robbie Allen, a tall yellow negro 
woman, received a severe bite on the shoul- 
der. 

Some one ran out and notified Patrolman 
Lampkin, whose beat lies near the ball- 
room. That officer called to his assistance 
Patrolmen Mewborn, Kitchens and Whitley 
and swooped down upon the ballroom and 
railed it. There was a general retreat 
When fhe officers put in their appearance, 
but ‘they succeeded in laying re- 
training hands upon the prinei- 
pals of the fight, who were 
indicated by the bruises Ithey had received 
in the scrimmage. 

Seven were arrested and carried to police 
headquarters. They were ae follows: Pris- 
Cilla Slaughter, Josephine Mitchell, John 
Rivers, Claude Colby, Ea Johnson: Corinne 
Smith, Robbie Allen. Several others who 
took part in ithe scrap escaped, and three 
of them were afterwards captured.

Charles Johnson Hanged in the 
Presence of Thousands, — 


WEIRD SCENES AT THE GALLOWS 


The Crowd Sang and Prayed with the 
Murderer—He Killed a Brother Preach- 
er, ot Whom He Was Jealous. 


Midville, Ga., December 1.—(Special.)— 
Six thousand people witnessed the execu- 
tion of Charey Johnson, the intinerant 
Methodist negro preacher at Swainsboro 
today. The uwirusual spectacle of a clergy- 
gaan led to the gibbet 'to die for murder, 

lled ‘the pretty town with curious people. 

‘he gallows was erected about a half a 
mile from the almshouse. A flying jenuey 
and fakirs were side attractions during the 
early hours of the morning. The jail was 
continually surrounded by people, hoping to 
get a view of the condemned mun through 
the iron bars. None but immediate friends 
and relatives and newspaper corfespondents 
got admittance. In the corridor of the jail 
half a dozen colored ministers were offering 
prayer for the doomed man. A _ prayer 
meeting was he'd around the cell, Johnson 
himself conducting the services. He preach. 
ed fervently. ‘The services were kept up 
unt the hour of the execution. The pris- 
oner was placed in a-wagon beside Sheriff 
Canady and he was marched to the gallows 
surrounded by armed guards.

He began singing.*Come, Ye that 
Love the Lord,” lining the hymn, askjng all 
to join and then he asked all to kneel with 
bim in prayer. The colored element 
sobbed bitterly. Johnson read from Psalms, 
13 and 14th chapters, preaching his own 
funeral sermon. While the ministers spoke, 
Johnueon walked around the platform, shook 
hands with the men, telling them he would 
weet all in heaven.

His statement was listened to with rapt 
attention, “My friends, | wish to say® to 
both white and back and I stand here to 
day, a Warning to You all. It is a solemu 
thing to die. My time has come. I have 
no dread, for my calling and election is 
sure. 1 have made my peace with God. 
I have prayed might and day to God tor 
pardon vind he has granted it. Don’t you 
Wish you could go with me? J soon am to 
Pass oer to Canaan's happy shore to en- 
joy the sweet rest that awaits us all—no 
more sorrow, trials or troubles. A happy 
time awaits me. Jl meet you all. God 
bless Mr. and-Mrs. Meldrim tor praying in 
the jail for me. I thank God my good old 
mother ain't here to see this. My advice 
to all is to never associate with bad com- 
pany. Kvil women led me to this and IL 
have to hang. Obey your parents, go to 
church and live right. Goodby, may heaven 
smnile on You ad.” 

He then sang, “I will meet you on Ca- 
naan’s Happy Shore,” the audience joining. 
Johnson prayed, affecting the audience. 
Johnson asked all who wished him well to 
raise their hands. Nearly everybody's hand 
went up. He was pinioned, the noose and 
cap placed in order, and Sheriff Canady bid 
him goodby, saying, “May Gtd lave mercy 
on Your soul.” 

The trap was sprung at 1: 
m. His neck was broken. ” 
nine feet. Drs. Green, Be and George 
Smith pronounced life extince? in ten min- 
utes. The body was sent to the Atlanta 
Medical coliege. 

The Story of the Crime. 

As a genera) rule one can find employed 
among the hands on the numerous turpen- 
tine farms, a great muny who are possess- 
ed of unsavory characters, and the ma- 
jority of these who emigrate from North 
and South Carolina, bear close scrutiny. 
Charley Jolnson, the colored Methodist 
itinerait preacher, Was Dot exactly a speci- 
men of the above class. He was more 
in line with the Georgia negroes, following 
their examples when he thought best. Ile 
Was of a morose temperament, and could 
do mischief when the otcasfon demanded. 

The murder of Andrew Fields, his part- 
ner preacher, was horrible, and displayed 
cupningness and deliberation in executing 
cowardiy designs. Both men being of the 
sume religious denomination, were always 
in each other's company, and during leisure 
hours wouxld f-equently rehearse the scrip- 
tures, and endeavored to enlighten them- 
selves in intricate Biblical points. The 
murderer made the home of Fields a perma- 
nent retreat. I°-ields and Johnson were em- 
ployed .a¥ a turpentine distillery near 
Swainsboro. When not very busy with 
their regular work, both cultivated a small 
‘farm realizing a profit sufficient to make a 
living. Qn the suburbs of the distillery 
grounds resided a pretty mulatto girl, who, 
on different occasions, met Johnson, and 
their acquaintanceship in due time ripened 
into pretended courtship. Ail went along 
well until the dusky inamorata, invited 
Iields to participate in her affeetions. The 
trio lived in one’ house, the giré attending 
to the domestic duties of both men. 

[It did net take long for Johnson to dis- 
eover that the “yaller gal” was devoted 
more to Fields than himself. Johnson did 
not appear to like this change in the pro- 
gramme.« Though jilted, he still endeav- 
ored to pay his attentions to the girl, but 
they were not reciprocated. The woman 
desired that Johnson be stopped from com- 
ing to the house, or if possible, have him 
leave the place forever. For this reason 
the Wiley woman and Fields “coneeived a 
plot to procure a avarrant on a trumped up 
charge for Johnson's arrest. The purpose 
of this was that Johnson would be taken to 
jail and safelw kept. and the scheming cou- 
ple would take possession of his handful 
of property and live together in peace and 
happiness free from the intrusion of the 
other “nigger.”” The plans failed to mate- 
rialize, for the victim of the piet learned 
of the schemes, and grew angry, telling 
another negro that -he would not rest con- 
tented until vengeance was wreaked on 
both. He kept his word, too. 

The house that the woman lived in was 
a dilapidated log cabin hovel, the chimner 
being partly down. On the night of the 
assaskimition, the 20th of May, luckily for 
herself, the’ dusky courtesan was not at 
home, being absent at a neighboring ‘cake 
eutting.” leaving Fields in a languishing 
bed suffering the ravages of fever. attended 
by a little negro boy. White the patient 
wes tossing in. his rnde couch, utterly nun- 
eonscious of his impending fate. the mid- 
night assassin, Johnson, - $tealthily sp 
proached the cabin and reconnoitered for 
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a few minutes. Johnson  sneak- 
ed to the chimney and formed 
& novel plan of entering. Taking out his 
large pocket knife, he dug a hole through 
the clay large enough to admit his body. 
He crawled on this hands and knees to the 
bedside of his victim. The (Uittle negro 

YY WAS sitting near in a ahair, fast asleep. 
when suddenly Johnson shook him roughly. 
The boy on awakening was horr-fied at the 
Sight of the intmider. He cautioned the 
boy to be silent, under the penalty of in- 
Stant death. The lowd threat aroused F%elds 
who was surprised to recognize Johnson 
standing before him. with an ugly, glitter- 
ing revolver in his hand. 
ty have come for revenge,” said Johnson. 
I said I would see vou for the harm and 
damage you and your pretty gal tried ww 
do to me, and now I am going to fulfil my 
promise. You seemed to show me no mer- 
cy at that ‘time, and now I return with no 
merey flor you.’ 

Fields tried to sit up in the bed to cope 
With his antagonist, but Johnson knocked 
the sick man back on the bed. Fields 
begged for merey., but none was shown. 
Johnson dehiberately fired. five shots into 
Fields. Before leaving Johnson instructed 
the negro boy not to breathe a word of the 
occurrence or he would suffer the conse- 
quences. 

The news of the murder created intense 
excitement and posses swarmed the coun- 
try for the assassin, but he eluded capture. 
Thwo days after the crime, Johnson stood 
on the bank of the Altamaha river at 
Gray's landing in Tattuall county, and hat- 
ed a passing timber raft, securing a pas- 
sage. During the trip his actions ALOU se! 
the suspicions of the pilot, Captain Jos 
Branch, Jr.. who after closely question gz 
the aecused, finally procured a confession. 
He said he wanted to get to North Caro- 
lina. where he would be safe from the au- 
thorities. On the river he assisted the 
hands by pu’ling the oars, and made him- 
self usefu® by cooking several meals. Af- 
ter reaching Da men he at onee struck 
through the country, stopping at different 
negro churches expounding the rospel and 
holding prayer meetings. By this muniste- 
rial work he managed to procure sufficient 
finances to help him on to his, destina- 
tion. He had reached a point in Richmond 
county, whee he decided to make 5 reget 
visit to the scene of his erime. He Te- 
mained in seclusion for quite a long time 
until shrewd Sheriff Cannady: got on his 
trail and landed him behind the bars.

One night’ while the sheriff was 
absent, the woodwork of the jail door en- 
casing the iron lock was burned, and the 
convicts excepting Johnson rook I: rench 
leave. Seeing the fire was reaching him, 
he shouted lustily for Belp. his shouts be- 


ing heard by the jailer who came to his, 


rescue. Two weeks ago the darky preach- 
er tried the same game again.

Fatal Assault.

THE WOMAN'S CONDITION IS SERIOUS 


{ 
And the Physicians Are Doubt’ul of Hér 
Recovery—MacMahon Denies Hav- 
ing Hurt the Woman Seriously — 


Frank MacMahon, a muscular, red-faced 
man with a heavy brown mustache is be- 
ing held at police headquarters on a charge 
of disorderly conduct. Ordinarily this 
charge may mean anything from loud talk- 
‘ng to murder, and in this particular In- 
stapee a case of the latter kind seems rapid- 
ly developing. 

The circumstance wpon which +. charge 
is based oecurred last Tuesday nayggitt within 
LWo hlocks ,of police headquarters, but was 
not called to the attention of the police un- 
til yesterday morning when it assumed euch 
serious proportions as to indicate a fatal 
termination. 

In MacMahon’s case “disorderly conduct” 
means an assault upon a woman, which is 
reported to ‘tthe police as having been in- 
humauly brutal, and which is hourly expect- 
ed to result in the death of his victim. 

MacMahon is apparently about thirty- 
four years old, and jis a fair type of the la- 
borer. He is rock mason by trade and 
has worked in Atlanta laying be:gian blocks 
and making them. He draws a good salary 
when he works, but is said to have periodi- 
cal spells of idleness, during which he par- 
takes too freely of spirituous refreshments. 
When uwnder the influence of whisky or 
anger he js regarded as a dangerous man, 
and people that know Irim evade him when 
he is in either condition. 

For several months he has been reoming 
in the three-story brick building at the cor- 
ner of Decatur and Pratt streets, over the 
Consovidated Bovtling works, a block and a 
half distant from police headquavters. #9 
the same buildiig. and on the same floor 
Mamie Williams, a white woman, who 
eame to Atlanta from Chattanooga during 
the summer, occupies a room. 

Mamie Williams is about thirty years 
old, and so far as can be ascértained led an 
extremely quidat and orderly life. She met 
MacMahon soon after coming here and the 
ro spent most ofatheir time together. It 
is eaid thatsthey had’ frequent quarrels and 
that she stood in abject fear of the stone 
IDLSon. 

Ii was reported to Patrolman Grant yes- 
terday that the couple had had numerous 
quarrels and that MacMahon had threaten- 
ed to kill Mamie Williams more than once. 
When he was drinking she stood in perfect 
dread of him, fearing that he. would carry 
out bis thigats. 

MacMahon was exceedingly jealous of 
the attentions paid-to Miss Williams by 
other my and after seeing a man show 
her any Marked attention he indulged in 
an outburst which not infrequently took 
the form of harsh words, 

Tuesday night when MacMahon reached 
the room occupied by the Williams women 
she was out, and he sat down to wait in 
a very angry temper. She came in in a 
few minutes in a very bilarious mood. Mac- 
Miahon says she was drunk. He angrily de- 
manded to know where she had been. and 
aecused her ot having been out with an- 
other man. She denied this and he caught 
hald of her. 

The struggle between the two was wit- 
hessed only by one person and she siays it 
Was very fierce, From the effects of the 
injuries she received in the combat Mamie 
Williams has been contined to her bed 
since Tuesday night: and has been = con 
stantly growing worse. 

She said nothing abeut the affair, not 
Wishing to have him- prosecuted, and he 
remained with her, looking after her when 
he was net at work. She constantly grew 
worse and two physicians, in addition to 
the Physician first called in. were sent 
for. Dr. T. D. Longino was. ealled. in 
yesterday and he found the woman in a 
delirious condition and suffering great pain, 

The serious turn of the case caused the 
assiult to be reported to the police, Pai- 
trolman Grant went to the room oecenpied 
by the Williams woman and found Maec- 
Mahon there. She did not want a ease 
made against MacMahon, but the officer 
took charge of him and locked him up. 
The, physician who was in charge of the 
ecuse at the time stated to Patrolnuwan Grant 
thet the woman could het recover. Ome 
or two of her friends insisted upen a case 
being made aguinst MacMahon. 

MacMahon was locked up and bail refus- 
ed. He was arraigned before the recorder 
yesterday afternoon, but Patrolman Grant 
stated that the injured woman wus likely 
to die and on that ground he asked a con- 
tinuance ef the case awaiting a change in 
her condition. The recorder continued the 
case indefinitely. 

MacMahon denies having knocked down. 
choked and kicked the woman as he is

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WILL THEY ACCEPT? 
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The Proposition of Southern Lines to 
Continue Cuts in Salaries. 


NO TROUBLE IS APPARENT HERE 


But There Are Conferences Being Held 
Every Dsy in Other Cities—Other 
News of the Railroad World, 


i 
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Will there be any trouble between the 
railroads and the trainmen and employes 
generally suluries were cut Just 
summer ? 

There seems to be considerable interest 
in a question of this sort just at this ume 
with some of the railroad officials here in 
the city of Atlanta representing the lines 
that indulged in the reductions of wages. _ 

While=there is no immediate danger of 
disturbance Winonys the railroad Ware eur 
ers they are ‘holding little meetings in some 
of the leading cities of the south and are 
consulting their head officers of all the rail- 
road labor organizations as to What course 
to pursue in the matter. 

It all came up over the situation that 
presents itself with the expiration of ihe 
time agreed upon as the period for the cut 
in salaries to last. 

Yesterday, it seems, was the last day 
for the reductions to hold, and the railroad 
nen at work on some of the lines were no 
little surprised when they received word 
from headquarters that the companies did 
not yet see their way clear to restore the 
full salaries formerly paid the wage earn- 
ers. 

With the employes of some of the lines 
that had promised to go back to the eld 
salaries yesterday it amounted to some- 
thing more than surprise. They have taken 
steps looking to the securing of something 
more substantial than the renewed promise 
that as soon as the condition of business 
is sufficiently good the former salaries will 
be restored but not before that time. 

With most of the roads entering Atlanta, 
however, there is but little threat of such 
troubles as these, the employes of the lines 
being conservative and reasonable men and 
perfectly willing to abide the terms of the 
reductions in salaries until the earnings of 
the roads warrant the restoration of for- 
mer Wages. Juspecially is this true with the 
Western and Atlantic gad Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis. 

December Ist was the time fixed fer re- 
storing to the employes of these lines their 
regular salaries. The cut in their salaries 
Was nade in midsummer when the times 
were so hard a diamond wouldn’t cut them. 
The company asked the employes to accept 
the reductions until December Ist. so 
that economy might be practiced and the 
roads saved from terrible bankruptey. 

At the time there was some talk of a 
strike, but these’ wild reports were Tound 
to be an injustice to the reasonable and 
conservative men who form the army of 
laborers for these lines, when they accepted 
the terms of the company’s proposition will- 
ingly and without a murmur went to 
work for the lower wages. 

Of course, they naturally expected to 
have their former salaries given back to 
them the Ist of December, nod are some- 
What disappointed because they will not be 
restored. But, there seems to be no special 
movement looking to the stirring up of 
trouble among them. 

The following circular letter lias been 
received by the employes of the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis in Atlanta 
from President Thomas, which is the first 
notification they have had officially giving 
for the doubt that -the silaries will 
be restored: 

Nashville, Tenn., November 27, 18902.—To : 
Officers, Agents aud Boxployes of the Nash-

Such was the temper of the house when 
lninediately after the reading of the journal, 
Mr. Rankin, of Gordon, rose to argue his 
motion to reconsider. 

He began by saving that there had been 
at least oné new discovery in the course of 
the deliberations of the house, and that 
Wus thal a sovereign state was not Hable 
for her honest debts. By what process of 
reason it could be learned that a state 
eculd honestly evade payment interest on 
an obligation which she admitted he 
unable to say. 

It was possible, Mr. 
that as a legal proposition, the state could 
defeat the claim for interest. If sued she 
might be able. to set up such a technical 
defense before the courts that she would 
not be compelled to pay it. But was that 
the way an honest man treated his debts? 
Morally, Georgia was bound to pay every 
cent of the interest if she paid one cent 
of the principal, and this moral obfgation 
should be just as binding as any legal one. 

The legislature was to blame for the ac- 
cumulation of interest. It had dodged the 
issue year after year, and now when it at 
last decides that the bonds shall be re- 
deemed, it Was proposed to detr: fud = thie 
holders out of part of their just dues. 
“Shame on such an attitude!’ eried Mr. 
Rankin. “You «sre dishonoring the state in 
repudiating a portion of this. debt that is 
just as binding as that which you propose 
to discharge.
